Olive Trees in Yugoslavia 
Submittted by Irene Strazicich 

When I was in Yugoslavia, I saw so many old olive trees and wondered why young trees were not being planted. 
I have since learned that today Yugoslavia must import great quantities of olive oil from Spain, Tunisia, and other 
Mediterranean countries. This seem unbelievable when at the beginning of the 19th century the island of Brae alone 
produced 2Vi times the present output of all Yugoslavia (about 8,000 tons of olive oil). 

Since the beginning of historical times the olive tree has been cultivated in its native Asia Minor. From there it 
spread to all Mediterranean lands. When the Greeks settled along the Adriatic, they always planted olive trees which 
they dedicated to the goddess Athene. Their worship of the olive tree was handed down to the later Slav inhabitants. 
There are large numbers of old trees scattered throughout Yugoslavia, especially in Dalmatia. 

The tree is hardy and has been known to live and bear fruit for many centuries. It was nicknamed the Methuselah- 
of trees and is often mentioned in myth and legends. These ancient trees have seen the coming, rise, and fall of many 
invaders. After centuries they send out shoots and bear fruit. Their branches are a symbol of peace. 

The recovery of olive growing is being helped by the United Nations Food and Agricultural Organization (FAO). 

( It has <m r en $800,000 for technical and financial assistance. Up-to-date plant nurseries, experimental refineries, and 
/ even t h e introduction of olive-picking machines and special tractors to reduce labor arc being tried. Already an average 
pick of 30K of olives is obtained as compared to the previous average of 4K per tree. 

It is hoped that in these ways the olive will once more become a principal product of Yugoslavia.

Cultural

When your family gathers together for a traditional 
roast pork dinner during the Christmas season, you arc 
actually observing an “old country” custom. The richest 
group of traditions or customs in Yugoslavia occur be¬ 
tween Christmas and New Year. At this festive time of 
the year, special food, such as roast pork, is prepared, 
and Christmas pastries arc laid on the table. Homes are 
adorned with evergreens and a tree is cut and decorated. 
The ornamented Christmas tree was adopted in Yugo¬ 
slavia under the Austrian influence around the middle of 
the 19th century. In a previous column, I talked about 
the magic associated with Yugoslavia’s old watermills. In 
several areas of the country, the villagers observe an old 
Christmas custom of presenting the well water with an 
apple, money, cake, or a lighted candle. 1 

In Yugoslavia, the week between Christmas and the 
New Year is traditionally a time of visiting family and 
friends, and wishing them health and prosperity in the 
New Year. In some regions of Yugoslavia, groups of well- 
wishers, called “koledari,” 2 ) would make the rounds of 
the village homes singing Christmas carols in exchange for 
gifts of food and drink. This delightful custom dates back 
to antiquity. I remember fondly a Christmas tradition in 
Watsonville’s Yugoslavian community, when the men in 
the family would visit" each Other’s homes on Christmas 
morning. They would extend to their friends warm wishes 
for health and happiness in the coming year. They were 
carrying on an “old country” tradition. Over the years, 
their numbers have dwindled to just a few persevering 
traditionalists. Maybe this Christmas season will sec a 
revival of this lovely holiday custom!
